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The  need  ot  a  first  class  College  among  us  is  too  much  felt  and  too  well 
understood  to  demand  any  comment. 

Without  such  a  College  we  cannot  meet  our  high  obligations  and  enjoy 
our  high  privileges.  Those  around  us  are  educating  and  we  cannot  fall  be- 
hind them  without  irreparable  injury.  And  we  know,  too,  that  the  places 
which  God  has  given  us  to  fill,  demand  the  use  of  all  our  faculties,  and  that 
those  faculties  should  be  well  trained.  The  demand  is  imperative  :  we  must 
have  a  College  to  which  we  can  send  our  children  for  a  thorough  college 
course,  and  that  College  must  be  able  to  give  us  an  assurance  that  the  intel- 
lectual faculty  of  our  children  will  not  be  neglected,  and  that  their  moral 
nature  will  not  be  dwarfed  and  ruined.  We  dare  not  ignore  the  fact  that  a 
well  trained  mind,  not  properly  directed  in  morals,  is  a  very  dangerous 
thing.    Therefore,  it  is  the  great  aim  of 
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to  base  all  training  upon  the  truths  brought  to  light  in  the  Bible,  that  MAN 
IS  A  MORAL  BEING  AND  THE  DESTINY  OF  IMMORTALITY  AWAITS 
HIM. 

The  Course  of  Study  in  College  should  be  such  as  to  develop  all  the  facul- 
ties alike  and  fit  the  student  for  a  life  of  usefulness  ;  not  training  some  facul- 
ties and  dwarfing  others,  and  thereby  fitting  the  student  to  become  a  scourge 
to  society. 

In  connection  with  the  course  of  study  laid  down,  we  have  a  course  in 
Theology  for  students  who  are  preparing  for  the  Ministry.  This  course  is 
arranged  to  accommodate  those  who  wish  to  spend  from  one  to  rive  years 
here  and  who  do  not  feel  able  to  go  to  any  of  the  large  institutions  in  the 
East.  Students,  not  preparing  for  the  Ministry,  may  study  with  profit  all  or 
a  part  of  this  course. 

An  Academic  or  Normal  Course  may  betaken  by  those  desiring  to  fit 
themselves  for  teaching.  All  departments  of  the  College  are  open  to  the 
young  of  both  sexes. 

LOCATION. 

McMinnville  College  is  located  in  McMinnville, a  very  pleasant  town  and 
situated  in  a  healthy  valley— considered  one  of  the  most  healthy  places  in 
Oregon.  The  College  is  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  as  the 
West  Side  Railroad  runs  from  Portland  through  McMinnville. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

Are  held  at  the  end  of  each  session  ;    or  when  a  class  completes  a  text  book. 
RELIGIOUS    EXERCISES. 

The  College  exercises  are  opened  every  morning  with  reading  the  Bible, 
singing  and  prayer.  All  students  are  required  to  be  present  at  these 
exercises. 

The  Government  of  the  College  is  on  the  simple  principle  that  all  students 
of  the  College  are  required,  to  conduct  themselves  as  gentlemen  and  Ladies. 
No  misconduct,  of  any  kind,  will  be  tolerated,  and  it  will  be  no  use  for  any 
one  to  apply  for  admission  into  this  School  who  is  not  willing  to  comply 
strictly  with  this  principle. 

EXPENSES. 

For  convenience  in  paying  tuition  the  College  Year  is  divided  into  four 
parts,  ten  weeks  each  : 

In  Primary  Department,  per  Term  Ten  Weeks $5  00 

In  Academic  Department      "       "         "         "       7  00 

In  the  College  Course  "       "         "         "      10  00 

Each  ten  weeks  to  be  paid  for  in  advance. 
In  case  of  sickness,  proper  deductions  will  be  made. 
No  tuition  is  charged  for  students  studying  for  the  ministry- 
All  students  have  access  to  the  Library,  free  of  charge. 
Students  desiring  to  enter  advanced  classes  in  College  take  an  examina- 
tion and  enter  as  high  as  they  are  able  to  enter.    No  student  is  kept  back 
who  is  able  to  advance,  but  all  must  be  thorough, 

ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Board  has  been  obtained  through  the  year  at  the  College  Boarding  House 
for  $2.00  and  $2.50  per  week.  Some  have  boarded  much  cheaper  by  boarding 
themselves.  There  are  rooms  in  the  College  Building,  conveniently  arranged 
for  young  gentlemen  who  wish  to  board  themselves  or  have  them  as  study 
rooms.    Suitable  places  are  selected  for  young  ladies  to  board. 

The  young  gentlemen  and  the  young  ladies  of  the  College  have  a  College 
Literary  Society.  This  meets  every  Friday  evening  and  is  one  of  the  most 
profitable  means  of  improvement  in  connection  with  the  College.
